Israel and Egypt sit down at the 
bargaining table this week in Cairo 
and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
resum ed his Middle East tour today to 
keep the peace tour today to keep the 
peace efforts on track. 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
issued a new blast against his fellow 
Arab nations Sunday, calling them 
“mice or monkeys which the Soviet 
Union juggles with.” He singled out 
Syria and said, “ It does not want 
peace.” 
Syrian President Hafez Assad, on a 
tour of Persian Gulf nations to spur 
opposition to Sadat, vehem ently 
restated his nation’s determination to 
boycott the preparatory peace talks 
beginning Wednesday in Cairo. 
Vance, who spent the weekend in 
Cairo and Jerusalem , left Israel today 
for a swing through Jordan, Syria, 


Lebanon 
and 
Saudi 
A rabia. 
Diplomatic sources said he hopes 
Jordan and Lebanon would enter the 
peacemaking process at a later stage. 
“ The governm ent of Israel is 
dedicated to the cause of peace and is 
working energetically toward that 
goal.’’ Vance said on leaving Israel 
today. 
The United States is trying to ensure 
the success of the Cairo talks by 
persuading more Arab nations to take 
part and pressuring Israel to take a 
conciliatory stand. 
At the Cairo talks, five seats will be 
reserved for Syria, the Soviet Union, 
the 
P alestine 
L iberation 
Organization, Jordan and lebanon. 
But Egyptian officials said it was 
virtually certain the five would stick 
by their pledges to boycott the talks in 
retaliation for Sadat’s journey to 
Jerusalem last month 


Sadat seemed to seal his break with 
Syria when he told Cairo’s October 
m agazine Sunday, “ I can state 
categorically that Syria does not want 
peace. Definitely it does not want 
peace.” 
He said his opponents “ have lost 
everything. The biggest loser is Hofez 
Assad, who lost Egypt and lost m e” as 
an ally 
Egypt ’s Arab critics were “ mice or 
monkeys which the Soviet 
Union 
juggles with ...The Soviet Union is the 
co n ju rer 
... 
and 
hey, 
presto, 
everybody twists right and left in 
readiness to creep on their bellies in 
any direction.” 
But Assad said in Kuwait that Syria 
“ will not change its anti-Sadat at­ 
titude even if it were exposed to 
Israeli aggression or if part of our 
territory were occupied,” Assad said. 
“ We are strong enough to preserve 


our dignity and we will not kneel even 
if it cost us more sacrifices and more 
Syrian territory.” 
The harsh exchange between Egypt 
and 
S yria 
seem ed 
to 
provide 
momentum for a separate settlem ent 
between Egypt and Israel, but Israeli 
Prim e Minister Menahem Begin told 
a news conference he does not want to 
exclude other Arab countries from the 
peace-making process. 


The Cairo talks, expected to last 
about IO days, will begin with a brief 
public ceremonial session Wednesday 
at the Mena House hotel near the 
great pyram ids. Later sessions will be 
private.

Collin Farmers ‘Serious’ on Strike

“W eare going to strike,” say Teena 
and Bill Donihoo. 
“This is a serious m atter—farm ers 
are literally being wiped out,” John 
Wells stresses. 
^gN’We feel what we’re asking for is 
im portant,” adds Ben Scholz. 
The farm ers and ranchers of Collin 
County, Texas and the other 34 
agriculture states are uniting in their 
fight to get parity for their crops and 
livestock. 
T ractor 
dem onstrations 
have 
become common place in most cities 
during recent weeks and a caravan 
representing Texas is expected to be 
in Washington D C. this week for a 
massive rally. 
The Donihoos, Scholz and other 
local farm ers were in Austin Saturday 
for a rally held in conjunction with 
rallies 
in 
every 
capital 
city 
of 
agriculture states. 


They are demanding m arket prices 
equal to production costs. If parity is 
not achieved by Wednesday—now an 
impossibility—the farm ers say they 
will strike. 
American Agriculture, a loose-knit 
group of farm ers and ranchers, has 
said that they will stop buying, selling 
and producing on that day. 
“ It’s hard to say how many will 
participate to what extent,” notes 
Donihoo, “but we are going to strike. 
We will stop buying all but essentials. 
“ Locally, the conversation I hear is 
that people are for parity,” he con­ 
tinues. “They realize we have to have 
it to continue to produce, but they 
don’t seem to realize that farming is 
even remotely connected to people 
eating. Now it’s so far removed that 
there is almost no correlation between 
the two.” 
Donihoo believes that 
the con­ 
nection will become apparent within 


two weeks depending on farm ers’ 
participation. 
He says that if all farm ers take part 
in the strike, the effect will be so 
severe that parity will be approved 
within a few days. 


“ Not only will we not be buying,” 
points out Scholz, “ we are not going to 
be selling. Most farm ers didn’t sell 
their crops this year because prices 
were so low. 
“ All my milo crops (feed grain for 
cattle, chickens, etc.)are in storage,” 
he says. “ Feed lots need this food 
supply and it will be a gradually 
tightening thing.” 


He predicts that sale barns will close 
and older cows that normally become 
ham burger will not be available. 
“ This 
is 
a 
serious 
m a tte r,” 
acknowledges Wells. “ During the past 
few years, the farm ers have been 
making practically nothing and some 


have been paying for the privilege of 
farming. 
“The problem is not to be taken 
lightly,” he stresses. “ This is a 
serious m atter—farm ers are literally 
being wiped out.” 
Scholz says the consumer has not 
been forgotten, because the farm er 
realizes that he is the customer. 


Minimum wages would be tied to the 
price of a bushel of corn so that as the 
prices fluctuate, so will earnings. 
Literature circulated by the AA 
movement claims that parity would 
cause 
the 
percentage 
of 
total 
disposable income used for food to 
increase only 3.1 percent. 
“ By eliminating speculation, boom 


and bust from the m arket, and ex­ 
cessive profits from some middlemen, 
we can achieve parity and raise the 
price to consumers very little,” AA 
states. “The 3.1 percent shift of total 
disposable income is only a sm all shift 
in priority, but means the difference 
between existence and non-existence 
of the family 
” 


No Greens for Me, No Beans for 
Proclaims Protesting Farmer's Sign 


AUSTIN, Texas (U PI)-Som e Texas 
farm ers, who say they are tired of 
being doormats, have promised to 
strike to support break-even prices. 
The farm ers, who say they will take 
part in the nationwide farm strike that 
is scheduled to begin Wednesday, 
gathered for a rally 
during the 
weekend. 
More than 400 sm oke-belching 
tractors, thundered through down­ 
town Austin and interrupted busy 
Christmas shoppers who cheered and 
waved the “ V for Victory” sign in 
support of tneir proposed strike. 
The bright green and red tractors 
displayed signs saying “ When we get 
ours, you’ll get yours,” and “ If I don’t 
make some greens, you don’t get no 


beans.” One farm er rode a donkey 
bearing a sign claiming “ On my ass, 
dragging my feet—strike for IOO 
percent parity.” 
The farm ers circled the Capitol and 
parked their 
m achines 
on 
the 
grounds, filling the air with the sound 
of honking horns and the smell of 
burning diesel. 
“You don’t have to be a doormat 
any more and we don’t intend to be a 
doorm at any m o re ,” said Oran 
Watson, a Tulia farm er told the 
cheering crowd. 
“ We don’t want 
anyone to lose economic stability 
because of this — we just want to 
balance the situation ” 
Speakers on the Capitol steps in­ 
cluded A griculture Com m issioner 


Reagan Brown, Rep. J.J. Pickle, D- 
Texas, and representatives of con­ 
sum er groups. Each promised sup­ 
port of the farm movement 


“ If the administration doesn’t see 
us, we’re going to lock this place 
down,” said David SamueIson Sr , a

Brown blamed the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture for most of the far­ 
m ers’ trouble, claiming the federal 
agency is “ more concerned with food 
fads, recipes and consumer radicals” 
than farm ers’ welfare

POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAR PO LLY — I do hope one of the readers can 
help me. I am crocheting a rug for my kitchen with 
rug yam and would like to know how to stiffen the 
back so it will lie flat. — MISS MARY. 
DEAR M ISS M ARY — I am sure we will be 
hearing from readers who have crocheted such rugs. 
Many needlework shops carry a liquid that can be 
brushed on the backs of such rugs to form a non-skid 
rubber-like backing. I use a sample of carpet with a 
rubber-like backing under my kitchen rug and the 
short stiff pile clings to the rug and holds it flat. —

DEAR PO LLY — The reader who has trouble with the 
new thread spools spinning on her machine can cut off a 
piece of a soda straw, put it on the spindle and then put the 
thread over it. For even larger holes put one straw on the 
spindle and then several around it to fill the opening in the 
spool. — M.M. 
DEAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is trying to grocery shop 
when children are running up and down the aisles shouting, 
misbehaving and even opening packages on the shelves. I 
like children and am all for them but I think the parents 
who take them shopping should control them. — C.E.W. 
DEAR PO LLY — Are the straps on your little one’s 
crawlers off his or her shoulders more than they are on? 
Try using a small round or square plastic buckle without a 
hook in the center to interlock the straps in the back. Lace 
one strap through the buckle as you would a shoe strap. 
Slide it down to about the half-way point of the strap. Then 
lift the strap up slightly and lace the other strap through it, 
causing the second strap to be between the first strap and 
the plastic buckle. You can adjust the buckle so it is on the 
correct place on your child’s back. 
Transfer your shampoo from the bottle it came in to an 
empty detergent bottle with a squirt top. Squirt out only the 
amount you need to shampoo your hair instead of using 
half the bottle. — M ARY KAY. 
DEAR PO LLY — To save having a messy range from 
boiling water spilled over I simple fan the top lightly or 
gently blow on the top of the boiling water. The boiling 
bubbles will instantly die down and you can turn the heat 
down. (Polly’s note — It seems fanning is a bit more 
sanitary than blowing.) — SH ARLEEN .
